Arthur's Administration. 


Chicago Tribune. 


President Cleveland is credited in 


a Washington dispatch with the 
statement that he will be entirely 
satisfied with hie administration if 
he shall be able to retire from office 
with as much popular respect; as Mr. 
Arthur enjoys to-day. The compli- 
ment, if offered, was not only grace- 
ful but deserved. Mr. Arthur has 
given the country a conservative ad 
ministration—not free from mistakes 
of course, but clean, manly and cred- 
itable. 


In retiring from office Mr. Arthur 


is the more entitled to encomium be- 
cause be entered it under very em 
borrassing conditions. He had been 
rated merely as a "practical politi- 
cian," and his New York nssociations 
were regarded with special distrust. 
He succeeded a president who had 
been assassinated because he antag- 
onized the faction with which Arthur 
had been identified. He was met at 
the threshold of the White House 
with these spectres of the past. But 
he began immediately to win the 
sympathy and good will of the peo- 
ple. He broke away from his old 
associates. He did not take advan- 
tage of his accidental position to 
work out factional revenges. He 
assumed a new dignity and am- 
bition commensurate with the high 
office to which he succeeded, and be 
soon inspired public confidence in 
his intention and ability to adminis- 
ter the government in a fair and im- 
partial spirit. 


A review of Arthur's administra- 


tion will show it to be free of eccen- 
tricities. He has been criticised in 
some quarters for dressing too well 
and living too freely, but the people 
as a whole find no fault with him for 
being a gentleman in appearance 
and demeanor, nor for maintaining 
the reputation of the White House 
for hospitality, which had fallen oft" 
under the Hayes administration. He 
outlined no striking policy during 
his administration, except the recip- 
rocity treaties which failed, but his 
negative or quiescent course guard- 
ed him from mistakes. Mr! Arthur 
will pass into American history as 
one of the respectable presidents, 
and his career as chief magistrate is 
conspicuously honorable and brilliant 
as compared with that of Buchanan, 
with whose administration the Dem- 
ocratic party terminated its control 
of the government.

Farmors can not afford to speculate. 


Flying from one specialty to another is 
nothing morn nor less than speculatlT* 
farming, with the -view of reaping ex- 
traordinary and 
unnatural profits. 


Asido from the chances of temporary 
•nieces* that they incur, thwe are sev- 
eral serious objections to this kind of 
farming. 


I a changing from one kind of 


specialty to iinother.there must o! neces- 
sity be quite a change in the machin- 
ery and general outfit employed. When 
a man nmkei up his mind to devote his 
wholn farm to wheat growing, he must 
purchase all those labor-saving imple- 
ments that make wheat growing on a 
lurgo scale possible or profitable. 
The 


implements are expensive, and will 
work up a good share of the profits 
upon the first crop or two. Perhaps by 
tho time these are paid for, he com^s 
to Hie conclusion th»t live stock will 
pay better profits; ao he seeds down a 
good portion of hU farm for pasture 
and mowing. The implement* pur- 
chased for carrying OB the wheat busi- 
ness t*us become, to quite an extent, 
dead property on his hands. He can 
realise but little if he undertakes to sell 
second-hand machinery, for the coun- 
try is full of agents who are pressing 
their wares npon the farmer oa long 
lime and little or no Interest. 


How many radical changes in man- 


agement of tho farm we seenjerbaps, 
iu the period of ten years. Hop*, to- 
bacco, grain, hogs, sheep, etc., etc., 
are rushed into, in turn, and a vast 
amount of capital sunk in the expend- 
itures for outtlts necessary for carrying 
on those various enterprises. To be 
Mire a few fortunes are made; but they 
an- few indeed compared with the nxim* 
br:r 
wlio 
embark 
In 
the enter- 


prises, and sink a good share of their 
available means in so doing. 


Nor can the fertility of a farm be 


iMaiutuincd by such titful management. 
Tho man wlio makes a specialty of 
grain, hops, tobacco, or any other crop 
that isi to be. bold off the farm, will soon 
Imd that he is selling his farm out 
from uudcr himself, bpecial artificial 
fei till/sen only aggravate the evil by 
stimulating the crops to the (greater 
absorption ol tho natural fertility of 
the suil. 


What then shall be raised? Why 


raise all those crops that I have men- 
tioned if the local conditions arefavor- 
ublf, but not one at a time, as the de- 
mand shifts from one to the other. 
Adopt a regular system of mixed farm- 
ing—ono that seems best adapted to 
your location, soil and markets—and 
pursue It steadily year after year. 
The 


profits 
may 
bo 
small but 
they 


urn comparatively suro. The profits of 
any well Killed lino ol legitimate busi- 
ness arn aiuall. It l« only when, one 
guts out of the lines of legitimate busi- 
nos.s, into tho speculative, thai occa- 
sional largo profits ore realized, in thei 
face of all the uhances that are above 
enumerated. 


Special farming annihilates som« of 


tlin Ii nest features of farm life. There 
tuny bo a great deal of money in U hog 
farm, when everything is favorable, 
but who wants to spent! his days in the 
idle production of "bristly grunters?" 


Tobacco growing may bo very profit- 


able for a time; but what man with a 
proper respect for his profession, or 
regard for his family, will sacrifice his 
garden, orchard and'other farm ac- 
cessories and means of comfort and 
limtry, for HIP sake of amassing a few 
dollars in ready cash? 


Look at those countries where special 


farming is almost exclusively practiced? 
Look at thn stock farms of tho South- 
v\ i'st nnd the wheat farms ol the North- 
we^t? 
You may travel for miles with- 


oi'l a habitation in view. You look in 
\ am for the school houses that should 
dot tho country every two or three 
miles. You are forced to travel around 
hu^e farms that should be cut into 
man v times and intersected with roads. 
The social life of such a country can 
best bo expressed by a nought.— 
H'eatcni Plowman.

•dred acres your stock should have been 
credited with four hundred dollars a 
year. Of coarse you can not figure 
out with this precision any calculation 
involving a future and unknown factor, 
such as the vaiue of yourland ten years 
hence, but such conditions as we have 
Instanced above, have often existed, 
exist now, probably, in the minds of 
many of our readers, and yet we doubt 
whether in any such case where the 
circumstances are precisely analagous, 
the manure derived from the stock was 
ever counted as worth one hundred 
dollar a year. To put the case in a 
still more forcible light, your land, un- 
mannred, gives you, we will say, an 
average wheat crop of sixteen bushels 
to the acre, and in course of ten years 
rum down to eleven bushels— average 
yield for ten years, thirteen bushels; 
and by proper application of manure 
you arrive at, and maintain, an average 
yield of twenty bushels to the acre, 
you have a credit to your manure pile 
with a difference of seven bushels to 
the acre for ten years, or seventy bush- 
els, besides the difference in the value 
of the land at the end of that time be- 
tween land run down and land kept up. 
Then do not forget to give your stock 
all the credit that belongs to them.—

counts. Some one suggests right here 
that the great majority to whom this 
comment applies never post theyear'f 
•accounts anyway, and that those who 
are sufficiently careful to post their 
accounts include the minority who do 
fully appreciate the value ot manure 
and place it to the credit of their stock. 
Well, this may be so, and it only 
proves the great majority to be remiss 
in more than oae respect. 


"Feed yonr animals," is the constant 


exhortation of the successful stockman 
to bis fellows and followers. He is 
right, you can not expect any animal 
to do moro than yoa can—to make 
something out of nothing—and manu- 
facture bucf or mutton, milk or wool 
for you, unless you give him something 
to make it of. Now just lay that to 
heart, and then apply the same princi- 
ple to your land. You find toat sup- 
plied with all the requisites of fertility 
ready to your hand, and you proceed to 
draw upon it. It does not take any argu- 
ment, but a little common, sense to 
convince any one that if you keep 
drawing upon your bank—the land- 
to furnish all the decenary plant food, 
without in turn keeping up th* supply, 
you will, one of these fine days, re- 
ceive for answer, "No funds, in re- 
sponse to your drafts.

Haw tb* British Fanner Keepi Up th» 


Vigor of HI* SoU. 


In England the most Important 


method of keeping up the vigor of the 
eoil ia by pasturing sheep. The sheep 
and the turnip are inseparable, and it 
ia due to sheep pasturing that the 
farms in that country do not deterio- 
rate in quality. Their plan of manag- 
ing sheep for such purpose is very dif- 
ferent from ours. We turn our sheep 
on pasture and allow them to roam at 
will, picking aad selecting only such 
herbage as suits them best, oocasioniag 
thereby greater distribution of manure 
than we wish. Sheep dung is very 
concentrated and fine, and if the ani- 
mals can be made to feed on small 
spaces they not only strew the manure 
thickly bnt preas it firmly into the 
earth with their feet. It ia very rich 
iin nitrogen, and Prof. Johnson claims 
that this ia due to the fact of the food 
being nitrogenized by tho air taken 
into the lunga, and from thence into 
the system and discarded. This, how- 
ever, ts not generally accepted as cor- 
rect, for if such is the case with sheep 
it ia also equally applicable to all other 
animals. Its nitrogenous qualities are, 
however, very apparent, owing to its 
highly concentrated condition. 


Fallowing ia practiced to a great ex- 


tent in this country, especially in the 
South. It should be substituted by 
sheep pasturing. 
To manage it prop- 


erty the sheep should be hurdled on 
particular locations, changing regu- 
larly at stated periods. It has been 
claimed that 
one hundred 
sheep, 


hurdled oa one acre of ground for fif- 
teen days, will manure tbe land suffi- 
ciently for fonr crops. The land is 
first sowed with turnips, the Swedes or 
rutabagas being preferred, as they 
keep well. Even in winter these turnips 
remain for sheep. As sheep eat close to 
the ground, they leave but little of the 
turnips. The hurdles are made porta- 
ble and are easily removed or changed. 
Aa soon as the inclosed piece of ground 
has been eaten off entirely, the nurdle 
la removed just sufficiently to clear 
that piece, to an adjoining one, and 
the place lately occupied by them is re- 
seeded with something else. Aa sheep 
are not averse to any k-.nd of food, a 
choice can be made by the farmer as 
to tho next crop. 


Among the many plants suitable for 


this purpose are peas and beans. Cow 
peas are excellent A sheep will eat 
the pea vine, peas, hulls, ana roots too, 
if he can get at them. Heavy, tall 
grasses are not preferred, and ao eager 
are sheep for feeding; ftloae to the 
ground that they have been known to 
become poor in flesh on heavy clover 
pastures that were high. They love 
the young, tender grass, and nearly all 
kinds of weeds make good food for 
them. 


It can not be denied that by a system 


of hurdling, and frequent change of 
location, they can be of incalculable 
benefit on poor «oils> Instances-are 
known in which, worn-out lands have, 
by being hurdled with sheep, been 
brought to the highest degree of fer- 
tility, tt ia also a very cheap method 
of restoring land* for the sheep 10 pas- 
tured will not only *dd an increase to 
tbe value of land, by bringing it back 
to fertility, but will, with wool and car- 
cass, pay a handsome dividend on any 
amount of capital expended in such an 
enterprise.—farm, field and Stock- 
man.
